The late Mr. Warde, the Tragedian.—Mr. James Prescott, 

P, known on the boards 3s Mr. Warde, was the son of s Colonel in 
i the Eogl:sh service. He wes bora to the expectation of every esse 
* and luxury, about the year 1790, After receiving a classical edu- 

cation, be turned his thoughts towar.s the army,and was entered as 

student at the military coliege, Marlow, when, in due course of 
time, he was removed to Woolwich ; here he obtained a commis- 
sion as Lieutenant in thejArtill-ry, and wes soon ordered with a 
detachment to the Cape of Good Hope, Three years’ residence 
under an African sun so much impaired his bealth that he was 
obliged to return home in 1813. He then went on half-psy which 
be enjoyed till the year 1825. In early | fe be was attached to the 
theatrical profession, and went on the stage at his returo from 
military service. His dramatic début was made on the boards of 
the Liverpool Theatre Royal, io the difficult and arduous choracter 
of Lord Townly, io The Provoked Husband, and having met 
; with a highly flattering reception, he made a second attempt as the 
} Duke Aranza, in The Honeymoon, when the manager of the 
Theatre made bim an offer of a permaneat eng-gement, which he 
thought proper to decline, kaowing, bowever successful be might 
be in one or two principsl parts, he was too young and unstudied 
in the bistrionic art to compete with the well trsined and established 
actors in so large and critical a town ss Liverpool. He therefore 
joined a smaller company ip Derbyshire, where a few months acting 
io ao extensive range of characiers, paved bis way to Bath. After 
remaicicg some time there, be made an essay on the boards of the 
Haymarket, but he being essentislly a tragedian, and the house 
generally devoted to Liston and Thalis, he speedily returned to 
his quarters at Bath, where he became a great favorite. From Bath 
he proceeded across the channel, to challeoge the approbation of a 
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Dublio audience, and the impression he made oo them io the cha- 
racter of Leon, in Rule a Wife and Have a Wife, was immense. 
A long and severe illness now comprliled bim to lesve tbe st»ge for 
a iime, and adopt the profession of a teacher of elocution. He 
afterwards became the manager of the Birmingham Theatre, snd 
retired from theatrical dict»torship as many others have done, slmost 
io a state of insolveocy. His meoegerial career, slthough it greatly 
decreased his purse, corsiderebly increased bis fsme, and in 1825, 
he was transplanted to Covent Gardeo Theatre, where be made bis 
first appearance as Brutus,in Julius Cesar,with decided success, 
His after career has been at Drury Lone, the Haymarket, Victoria, 
aod Surrey Theatres. As ao actor, he covld uever be considered 
higher thao second rate, although be sometimes attempted first-rate 
characters. As Iago, Slukely, Cassius, ani Lovemore, he was 
excelled by nove. His lossiv Tragedy will be felt. He expired on 
Thursday tost, after a long illuess,
